Determine the xvoltagex drop across the meter terminals while the meter is 
reading full scale. Construct a meter xshunt* with the same voltage drop 
with ten amps going through it. Typically, meter shunts produce a 50 mV 
drop (or some other standard value) at there specified maximum current 
rating. You may be able to scrounge up a shunt that meets your needs. To 
know if you are putting 10 amps through your shunt use the current range on 
a common portable DVM, they usually have up to 10 amps capability. You will 
need a current source that you can easily control, like a lab power supply, 
to avoid smoke generation. Your battery charger probably puts out 
unfiltered DC (100% ripple) so it will be difficult to use as your current 
source for checking calibration of your meter.
